The arrest 
was made os the telegraphic request of 
Chief/of Police Glass of Los Angeles. 

The specific charge against Payne is 
embezzlement of moneys received on ac- 
count of his contract from Chief Quarter- 
master of the Department of the Colorado 
Maj. E. B. Atwood, with the intent to 
defraud his bondsmen. Payne has had a 
contract for a number of years to supply 
many military posts in the West h cereal 
supplies. His present contract amounts to 
over $20,900. n his bond, to secure the 
fulfillment of the contract, are two prom- 
nent citizens of Los Angeles. 

It is said that some time ago he borrowed 
some money of them, promising to pay 
them out of the money received from the 
War Department. In order that they 
might be doubly secured for the loan, he 
gave them power of attorney to open his 
mail and hold any drafts or remittances 
that it might contain. This arrangement 
seemed perfectly agreeable to the bonds- 
men. 

According to the detectives who arrested 
him, and the allegation that is the basis 
of the minal charges, Payne shortly 
afterward, on Nov 12, wrote to Quarter- 
master-Gen. Atwood that there were many 
men of his name in Los Angeles, and in 
order that there might he no miscarriage 
‘in the delivery of his letters, he directed 
that future drafts might be sent to him at 
a new address.

MATTOON, III., Nov. 19.—Abducted from 
her home by a band of Gypsies, held in 
captivity for fifteen months and threatened 
with death if she attempted to escape, 
forcibly made the mistress of the Gypsey 
Chief, at last reseued by her mother and 
after two days of liberty again abducted 
and carried off by the Gypsies in the night, 
still a prisoner and her life in peril.

Our mail,“ said Mr. Drummong to a 
Post-Dispatch: reporter, “consists largely 
of circtlars,; price lists, etc. We have a 
for ce of twenty-five or thirty clerks which 
do nothing but, prepare the mail. They 
work on it continually. 1 3 o'clock fully 
two-thirds of this class of mail is ready. 
Our regular letter mail we begin answering 
immediately after luncheon, about 1 o'clock, 
and by 3 o'clock a large amount of this is 
ready, 80 I think it is safe to say that 
on a rough estimate half ot our entire mail 
is ready by 2 Oclock every day. ; 

“We finish our mail and have it copied 
and in: the boxes bY 3:30 p. m. We never 
write any letters after 6 p. m., so that if 
the work at the post- office is done on time 
our mail should all get out on the evening 
trains. The early morning trains are abso- 
lutely of no benefit to us. Neither are the 
afternoon. trains run at present, because 
they do not go out far enough, They must 
go at least 100 to 123 miles. to do us any 
good. We would greatly like to see early 
afternoon mail service established.“ i 

What is true of the Drummond people is 
true of all, the large manufacturers. And 
the large mercantile houses. are largely in 
the same condition. Charles E. Barney of 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney. says: 

BARNEY’S VIEWS.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov: 19.—Sen 
Butler, who is Chairman of the joint — ad 
mittee of the two houses of Congress on 
the personnel of the navy, is. making an 
effort to get the committee together at an 
early day for the purpose of getting a bil! 
in shape to be presented at the beginning 
of the next session, if possible; which wil! 
solve the problem of navy reorganization. 
This question was under consideration. by 
the joint committee last session anid a large 
mass of testimony by. experts was taken, 
but it would appear that very little prog- 
ress Was made towards securing the -legis- 
lation desired. The committee went so far 
in its work as to discover that the task 
which. had been set was a difficult one, and 
still a task which itis very necessary should 
be performed. 

The navy is at present suffering from a 
surfeit of officers and Senator Butler's 
committee fs expected to find a way te 
weed out the surplus without doing in- 
justice. The tendency of a navy organized 
on the plan of ours is to grow topheavy at 
all times and this tendency was accelerated 
by the large number of cadets. which en- 
tered the National. Academy. during the 
war. The officers who were thus created 
hdve proved too numerous for times of 
peace, and the time is now at hand when 
they are reaching the higher ranks and 
the glut is beginning to be seriously felt. 

During the long session of the present 
Congress. Secretary Herbert went before 
the committee and submitted his ideas by 
giving his testimony and also embodied 
them in a bill, but the committee does not 
appear to have been pleased with all the 
features of the bill, and consequently failed 
to report it to the full committee or to 
either use. 

Represestative Meyer, who is a member 
of the joint committee, is also the author 
cf a bill of somewhat comprehensive terms, 
but it does not seem to have received the 
approval of other members of the commit- 


tee. 

The disposition now appears to lean tow- 
ards a bill introduced by Representative 
Catchings, the distinctive feature of which 
is the creation of'a reserve list. This bill 
provides for a list of 16 rear admirals, d 
oy eee 100 commanders, 250 lieutenants, 
75 Meutenants of uniform grade, and a suffi- 
cient number of ensigns. It abolishes the 
rank of commodore. The provision re- 
garding the proposed reserve list renders 
the change to it in a manner voluntary, but 
at the same time holds out so many induce- 
ments and provides for bringing such pres- 
sure to bear that it is believed by the 
friends of the measure that it would prove 
effective m reducing the force to a reason- 
able dimension. It is stated as going to 
show the evil of permitting the present 
system to continue in effect that the time 
will soon come under it when there will be 
106 rear admirals in service at once.

Sheriffs cf Northwest Counties Prepare a 
General Attack. 

LINCOLN CENTER, Kan., Nov. 19.—The 
depredations of the Cook gang that has its 
headquarters in the Blue Hills of Osborne 
County has aroused the authorities of 
Northwest Kansas, and the sheriffs are 
preparing for a general and unanimous raid

and the undertaking of cleaning them out 
is no slight one. :

The hills them- 
Selves are rocky with deep defiles “And 
canons, ideal hiding places for such men as 
these have proved themselves. 

The plan of the sheriffs is for each county 
to raise a quota of deputies and form a 
smali army, which shall thoroughly inves- 
tigate the whole region. The bankers in 
the small towns are thoroughly alarmed, 
and will contribute towards the expense. A 
meeting will be held this week to consider 
the matter.

Robert P. Porter, United states Consul at 
Ceylon, has sent u the first report on this 
subject, treating of the way of growing and 
preparing tie nuts: ile says that the natives 
eat the mats in the early moraing as a stay 
against the want of ordinary food while 
traveilug and in the evening to fnduce sleep. 
Altogether they consider. that a general 
benefit to the human system is derived from 
the consumption of the Kola, say a single nut 
morniag and evening. «

Newritis is inflammation of a nerve or nerves 
and the multiple form is evidently infamma- 
tion of a number of nerves. ‘Ihe part affect- 
od in some cases becomes 80 sore that the 
slightest touch cannot be borne, and if it be 
a hand or a foot it is useless as long as the 
trouble lasts. 

Oh, ladies who preside at teas, bethink you 
of the new disease! The pain you'll fee! 
from head to feet is that dreadfal multiple 
newritis. a 

Idle young men who go to afternoen tear 
should also beware. Let them only patron - 
ize houses where there is a well supplied 
sideboard. 1 

It has Often been urged by wise men that 
the tea dot is more baneful than the whisky 
bottle. Here is confirmation for them. 

Those whom tea !s likely to injure most ars 
not of course persons of fashion, but work - 
ingmen and country people, who imbibe the 
deadly astringent with their heavy meals. 
If they took wholesome beer they might 
avoid the injurious teapot and the saloon as 
well. There is no moral objection to drink- 
ing water. 

In the last issue of the Wedieal Record Dr. 
Philip Spratiing of New York, gives some 
scientific information concerning multiple 


neuritis and reports a case which recently 
came under his observation. He says: 

»The etiology of multiple neuritis is quite 
extensive and varied. In different countries 
the affection is described under different 
names. In India, rtions of South America 
and the East and West indies it is known ag 
beribert. In Japan, where it frequently 
occurs in epidemics of great severity, it 1s 
called kakke. 

The causes of multiple neuritis differ in 
these widely diversecommunities. In Japan 
the matter of diet bas long been held to be 
an etiologicai factor of importance. The in- 
habitants of that country, as we Know, sub- 
sist almost — ona diet f ns and rice, 
and drink tea to the exclusion of all other 
beverages. Among saliors on shipboard 
also, where the disease is frequently found, 
restricted diet has dees regarded as a potent 
cause. 

hne causes of the disease, as we find it 
in this country are most varied. Among 
these most usually recognized and active 
may be mentioned alcohol, illuminating gas, 
lead, arsenic, strychnia and the infectious 
agents of certain diseases, as typhus, diph- 
theria, small-pox, malaria and tuberculosis. 
Exposure to cold and damp and over exer- 
tion are likewise causes. 

ie there any connection between exces- 
sive tea-Grinking and muitiple neuritis? I 
think there is; and for this reason. Tea is@ 
recognDized stimuiaat of the nervous system. 
Its proiongea and excessive use induces a 
train of well marked nervous symptoms, 
which vary io individuals of unlike suscepti- 
Dilities. A brief reference to the physiolog- 
leal action of tea, or its alkaloid theise, will 
show this to be true. 

‘*Richaradson says: ‘This alkaloid exer- 
cises a special influence onthe nervogs sys- 
tem, which, when carried toa considerable 
extent, is temporarily, if not permanentiy, 
injured.’ This author observea the most 
characteristic effects of tea in ‘tea tasters,’ 
persons who, by profession, are engaged to 
determine the qualities of tea by the process 
of tasting different specimens of strong teas.

Kills for Mere Pleasure. 


VERITABLE TERROR OF THE WOODS, 
, : 


No bird native to this country {sso little 
Known and surely none has such striking 
habits of life as the shike or butcher- bird. 
He is a member of a family comprising some 
20) species, of which only one well-defined 
sub-family is resident of North America. 
Bold, daring, handsome, he ts at once the 
braggart and the beau of the woods. At a 
little distance a Southerner would readily 
mistake him for the mocking-bira. | 


His bluish-gray Plumage, tall tipped with 
’ 

white and broad black patch —— each eye 
ive him a trim, jaunty air quite pleasing to 
the eye, but, alas! a dreaded object to 
smaller and weaker birds. His haojtat ts 
Northern North America, and though he 
breeds ia the high ground of New Engiand 
and New York, he grows more coinmon after 
the Canadian line is crossed. 

The shrike is a born tyrant. Not content 
with killing and devouring ail insects 
large enough to attract his fancy, he attacks 
snakes, moles, mice and small birds when- 
ever opportunity offers, disposition is 
as unhearable at home as sad, for seldom 
are two or more seen tege 
engaged in an ugly family quarrel. y 
truly carniverous,. and, except for certain 
weaknesses of bone and muscie, would rank 
as tree bieds of prey. 

There fs one strange, uacanny cheracteris- 
tic, however, which separates this woodland 
bully from ali new birds. Naturalists have 
watched it, studied it, pondered over it and 
written: of inexplicable erplana- 
tions of it, aad common people have doubted 
in their 8 or ignorance whether It 

ofa birdor a demos ia bird 
ittTemaing as deep a mystery 
as it was 100 years ago. 

This isthe pustle: Ine butcher bird in his 
riotous love of killing slays many more vic. 
tims that he bas any possivie use for. He 
seems to doit for the mere fun of the thing. 
Instead of leaving the dead, however, le 
carriesthem one by ome to some thorny 
hedge or tree and there iwpales them in all 
sorts of fantastic positions in the branches. 
It gives one a Start to cume out ofa piece of 
woods Wen gumning and see a thorn tree 
ladev witha ghastly crop of locusts, toads, 
sparrows, grass snakes, lizards and chip. 
munks. 

If tue shrike ever returned to feed upon 
the grim hoard there would be an explana- 
tion of his conduct and he would be credited 
with the epicurian taste of a thoroughvred 
vulture, who likes things a bit gamer. 
But suen is mot the case. The weird fruit 
hangs for days apon the limbs, and If hawks 
or crows do not nd and steal it it will rot 
until only a few tiny white sceletous remain 
to tell of the massacre. 

Comparatively few uwellers ia the back- 
woods Kaow this eccentricity of the butcaer- 
bird, and bence arise many curious and ap- 
parently well-authenticated stories of trees 
that catch birds in their Branches and of 
storms that rained down toads and lizards, 
sothat the trees were full of them. Not 
more thau a fortnight ago a ieading New 
York Gally had a half column devoted toa 
mysterious ‘‘rain of smakes’’ in a village in 
the northera part of the State. 

The story, which was well authenticated, 
stated that two prominent farmers of the 
place, dajving past an orchard after a sterm, 
saw an apple tree hangiag full of small 
snakes. Had they been men of less estab. 
lished character for sobriety, their reputa- 
tions might have suffered seriously after 
such a remini nee, but as it was several 
Other persens terwards visited the spot 
and saw for themselves the ususual epecta- 
cle. 

There were, it seems, at least 100 young 
garter snakes aud adders dangling from the 
ends of the lowest limbs, and on closer ex- 
aminmation It was found that each reptile was 
traasfixea dy a shatp twig, upon which it 
had apparently been im ead. No similar 
Gase had ever been Known, is thal region, aud 
the only pessible explanation was as the two 
farmers claimed, tuat the snakes nad been 
thrown down in the raigstorm.

The wild country 
morthof the lakes is a favorite of these 
batchers, and the Iadians, who hunt and sell 
furs to the Hudson's Bay Co., complaia bit- 
terly of the depredations of MWhisky Joe.

ELECTRICITY IN BEVADA. 


The Irrigating Oanale to be Turmed isto 
Power te Tara Dyveadmose. 
From the Lovelock (Nev.) New Era. 

While work is rapidly progressing on the 
canal to tap Humboldt Lake, the plans of 
the operators are materializing and the 
magnitude of the operation is becoming 
known. When the canal shall have been 
completed, torrents of water will speed 
through the great vent, tearing on within 
the Say slough to the Carson sink. With 
waterheads and dynamos, the expending 
energy is to be converted into electricity, 
to be stored or transmitted at the will of the 
operators and expended -with greater con- 
venience than any other known power. 

The opening of the canal will drain 15,000 
to 20, acres of rich alluvial tule land on 
this end of the lake, of which the canal pro- 
moters have already in their possession 
6,000. acres. The land is known to be espe- 
cially dapted to the growth of sugar beets. 
Furthermore, the work of the Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Reno shows the av- 
erage per cent of saccharine matter in the 
Nevada product to be the highest in the 
world, ranging as ign as 24 per cent, with 
corresponding co-efficient purity. With those 
facts presented, the conclusion is forced 
that the power ated at the canal, ten 
miles distant, will certainly be transmitted 
by copper wire along the railroad: telegraph 
poles to a boet-sugar factory on.the —— 

Not only the beet-sugar factory, for, in 
addition, there will be a flouring mili to 
convert the farmers’ wheat into flour; a 
starch establishment, where potatoes will 
yield their starch; ,.a-creamery, w milk | 
will give up its butter.

The highest achievement yet attainea with 
submarine weapons is that of the Wnitenead 
torpodo, which can be projected accurately 
under water about 1,0% yards, carrying 
about 176 pounds of high explosives, The, 
Whitehead torpedo moves slowly, so slowly 
infact thataslight drifting motioh on the 
partofthe object of attack carries it out of 
the line of fre long before the torpedo 


reaches it. Compared with this weapon’s 
work, what is claimed for G , —

It has always been sup- 
posed that anything like accuracy of aim 
could not be secured when a part ofa projec- 
tile course was through a body of water. 
But Mr. Gathman says that he can ars 
the projectile of a submerged 3 
through forty feet of water, and then 
through five miles of air, and it will 
hit the target or come as close to hitting it 
as it would if the whole course of the missile 
should be above water. This ts a claim, of 
course, the substantiation of which dy a test 
will be necessary before those who have 
made orGnance and gunnery a study will be- 
eve it. Mr. Gathman has results to show, 
and witnesses to Attest that he has accom- 
plished what he claims. He has not thrown 
500 pounds cf gun cotton into Lake Michigan, 
nor has he used a weapon capable of throw- 
ing that weight of material. Scientific 
truths hold for great things as well as for 
small, where a common principle 4 in- 
volved, and it was from the results of ex- 
periments om a comparatively small seale 
that the inventor claims to have proved his 
points. 

‘Lhese experiments, which were at Lake- 
view near Chicago, were made with a 5% 
zuch gun and a torpedo 10 feet long, backed 
by eight pounds of gun powder. This isa 
weapon much larger than any field-plece

In order to test the gun’s accuracy in Gring 
| thé torpedo through the water before enter- 
lag on its Hight through the air it was 
necessary that the gunner and his assistants 
should take a cold bath. The gun was 
placed in a wagon drawn by two horses tnto 
about four feet of water. The gun having 
been charged, it was slipped down intothe 
lake and placed as pearly as possible so that 
the axisof the piece and the line of fire 
should be identical. An elevation of about 
10 degress was givento the gun, and then it 
was fired by electricity. 


emerged a short distance from the gua and 
then sped away in theair tewards the mark. 
A dark object far out in the lake had been 
noted as being in the same vertical plane as 
the line of fire. When the projectile struck 
it marked a point of the line in which that 
same vertical plane intersected the appar- 
ently horizontal plane of the lake.

Gathman’s torpedoes are nothing if not 
Big.

be W feet long and 1: feet in diameter. The 
500 pounds of nigh explosive occupies the 
forward section of the tor pedo. Back of this 
isa solid log of wood, fitted into the thin 
shell so as to prevent the powder pressure 
from crushing the shell in. Bstween the 
back of the log and the powder charge is the 
machinery which forces the frojectile 
through the water after the impetus given it 
by the powder has been lost. Back of allis 
the screw propeller, which, in connection 
with the machinery, furnishes the motive 


power. 

The — of the powder opens the 

chamber in which the machiaery is confined 
and starts it into motion. The torpedo has 
about the same gravity as water. The pow- 
der force is sufficient to carry the missile 800 
feet through the water, and the propelling 
power of tue screw—the exact nature of 
whicn fs a secret—wiil carry it enough fur- 
ther to make upthe mile.

The First Meeting House. 


From the Boston-Globe. 
The Quaker meeting house at Sparth- 
more, England, was erected about the year 


1689. It is not easy to say which was the 
first meeting house, but there were sev- 
eral prior to that date. In early years Qua- 
kers often held their meetings in private 
houses—in Swarthmore Hall, for instance; 
in Norton (near Stockton), as early as 
1660; in South Shields, 1661; in Ireland, the 
first “settled meeting was held in William 
Edmundson’s house in Lugan, some time, 
from about 1654. If the question refers to 
meeting houses (not to dwellings), it may 
be said that at Gateshead, in 1657, George 
Fox met his ffllowers in a house in Pipe- 
weligate (now the Fountain Inn), and that 
in 1660 another meeting house was used in 
High street (now ;Powgll’s Almshouse), 
which was given un soon after the Qua- 
kers had a meeting house in Pilgrim street, 
Newcastle. According to a book called 
“Friendly Sketches, Sunderland had a 
meeting house at least in 1687. It is re- 
corded that a score of years before at 
York, soldiers kept the Quakers “out of 
their own hired house.’’ There are several 
instances given of district meefsg houses 
earlier than that of Ulverston, but these 
latter references may be more interesting.

The only law that bears directly upon this 
matter ts the following paragraph of from 
section 4887 ofthe Revised Statutes of the 
United States: 

No person shall be debarred from receiving 
a patent for his invention or discovery, nor 
shall aby patent be declared invalid by rea- 
son of its having been first patented or 
caused to be patened in a foreign country, 
unless tue same has been introduced into 
public use in the United States for more than 
two years prior to the application. But 
every patent granted for an invention which 
has been previously patemted in a foreign 
country shall be so limited as to expire at 
the same tiine with the foreign patent, or, if 
there be more than one, at the same time 
with the one having the shortest term, and 
in no case shall it be in force mere than ser- 
teen years. 

That seems simple and clear. A laymanat 
first glance would say that there was no 
getting around it; that if you gota patent 
from the United States on an invention that 
had been already patented, say in England, 
your United States patent would expire 
when your English patent expired. Lut we 
shall presently see that James C. Carter is

There is a part of this story that cannot be 
told, because those who Kaow it are not go-

Now 
this English life expired in 1898. And at ence 
various telephone compaaries sprang up in 
this country and degan to use the trans- 
mitter. They said: 
**Section 4887 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United states says that every patent 
graated for an invention which has been 
previously patested ia a foreign country 
shall de go limited as to expire at the same 
time with the foreign patent haviag the 
shortest term. The Kaglish patent on the 
transmitter has expired. It was granted 
proscenely to the granting of the United 
tates patent. Therefore the United states 
patent under the law has expired alse.’’ 
And now come Messrs. Carter and Storrow, 
for the Bell Telephone Co., and they have 
quite a different reading of the law.

statute refer? Why, we think it means 
„previously tothe filing of the application 
in the United States. That is, the law is 
talking aboet foreign patents that have 
Deen granted before any application has 
been made here. We did sot apply 
for foreign patents until after ws 
bad applied here. Therefore this law does 
not touch as. New, if you will go back and 
look atthe statute you will see that while 
you and the Circuit Courts of the United 
States have taken the word ‘‘previously’’ to 
mean previously to its granting ia the 
United States, still you can see what Mr. 
Carter abd r. Storrow mean. So the Su-

**previousiy’’ refers to the phrase every 
patent granted. whieh is just before it, or 
refers back to the previous sentence and 
the word ‘‘application’’ at the end of 
that sentenee.
